29. (Original) The peptide of claim 28 wherein the first and second terminal residues are 
independently Asp or Glu residues. 

30. (Original) The peptide of claim 29 wherein the first and second terminal residues are Glu 
residues.

52. (Previously added) The peptide of claim 28 wherein Xaa(7) is Trp. 

53. (Previously added) The peptide of claim 28 wherein Xaa(10) is Glu.
